| Who 
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Whoſe ſhining Swords, as yet not coming nigher, 
Enforc'd from their kcen claſhings ſparkling fre. 
And ſometimes ſever'd by their Strenuous blows, 
Inſtead of Limbs, the Weapons of their foes. 
Till Laces, Lyon-like, his way did Force, 
Killing a tout Commander of their horſe, 
And with his wounding Sword attained Room 
For other Valours after his to Come. 
\Vhilſt thus he charg'd, three fierce and hage Walloons 
Attack*d his Perſon, to one of which deaths wounds | 
He ſwiftly givcs, and Kkilis the Second fo 
That boldly fought, and ſome thiak hurt him too. 
The Third Man, ſeeing this, away did fiy, |

\Whick by degrees, as Lucas Troops preſt on,

kold and upright, then all more Kig and Tall, 
Fapbralder rid, and with ſtern voice did call

Fxpreſſiag 
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Expreſting what a ſhame it was to them 
On Forreign Soyl to fly or deſert him. 
And tho* by words he conld but few perſuade, 
Yet with thoſe few, to charge, reſolv'd he ſtay'd. 
When Za«cas in purſait near him arriv'd, 
And by his Plumes and Scarf the Man deſcry'd 
To be the perſon he that day had ſought, 
And would on Loves account have chiefly fonght : 
He bids, with ready voice, the Watoorn know, 
That he might ſingly fight with Lucas now. 
Who would not by ſucceſs or Numbers ſtay 
Him yet from gaining a victorious day : 
If by Encount"ring hand to hand he'd try 
Which of them two in Ficld ſhould boldeſt dye. 
Glad was Yanbralder to receive this word, 
And charg'd him home with Piſtoll-ſhot and Sword. 
The firſt of which had almoſt Zncas ſtun'd, 
Tho? not enforcing any Bloudy wound, 
As "cainſt bis Head-piece did the Bullet light, 
And left thereon a ſign of this herce fight.

And in this junfture gladly would have gain'd

He now and after blackly did deviſe. 

And calling Hugox, on whoſe preaching part,

And how at AMarſton- Moor a Cannon ſhot, 
By Miracle ſwarv'd, that elſe had mifſs'd you not.

To applaud yon my dream in Pulpit fay. 
Accept this Liſt, ia which you'l ſome perceive, 
That to our Cauſe their lives will fearleſs give : 
Call'd Autmorne::, or no matter what, 
[f to ſxpport our Ends they Act and Plot. 
Their Covrage htly will this Town oppoſe: 
( Where Bookmens rules aſſiſt our greateſt foes ) 
The Goth: that fack'd old Superſtitions Kone, 
Did not more fierce deſtroyers thither come, 
Then theſe would Oxford: Libraries deſpoil, 
And Profligate the Studious Gownmens Toyl. 
Thy Catalogue, ſaid Cromwell, I embrace ; 
And for facin"rous deeds againſt this place, 
Such Principles and Swords I will Imploy, 


As, Our Foe, prating Science, ſhall deſtroy. 
And 
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And thou a Spifitual Renagado known, 
Our Army ſhall for that Complyance own 
Thee Chaplain-General, and Impower'd to preach 
Sworded when ere thoy men wouldſt boldeſt teach. 
To aid onr counſells few we muſt ſcele&, 
Tho” in that manage Fairfax we neglet : 
Or clſc allure his caſy Nature on, 
To forward deeds he meant not ſhould be done. 
But now the motions of this Town let's ſee, 
And how t'oppoſe prepar'd the Enemy. 
Mean while Flavira, who from height of Mind 
Fame to her Sex and beauty had deſign'd : 
And would not grant that Natur's elder choice, 
Or cullom, deem'd by her man's partiall voice, 
Should Prowefs moſt on Sex of men confer, 
And Value heighten'd by their deeds in war : 
Excluding women by a tender Name, 
And habit, from advent'ring life for fame. 
Or ſeldom rais'd to higher future Glory, 
Then to adorn, with Men, a painted Story. 

And 
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And next Magnanimouſly does diſdain 
That womans habit ſhould her Soul reſtrain 
From fuch Atchievments, Hero"; might admire, 
And in her brave eſceem, her Scx raiſe higher. 
Diſcreetly weighing the Commanding Cauſe, 
That Subjedts call'd to Fight for King and Laws: 
And tho* no woman Suramon'd it to Ayd, 
None were forbid, ſhe jadg'd, if not afraid. 
Nor did ſhe doubt but in Lyle: Gallant Minde 
Her virtues would ſfublimer value fiade : 
If as her Soul his valour did eſteem ; 
His might, on that account, ber worthyer deem : 
And by alternate Glory next Improve 
The eſtimate of Fame as well as Love. 
But her deſigns ſhe ſo reſolv'd ro Guide, 
As for Flawvire ſhe'd be not eſpy'd : 
Whileſt babited like man to fields ſhe'd go, 
And there encounter with the warlike Foe. 
Her woman-dreſler did not now explore 
Further ber Ladies fenſe then told before : 
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Thinking that to raife Mirth, by ſome Surpriſe, 
She did intend her perſon to diſgniſe. 
Or from her love of Arms and ſprightly Minde, 
To viſit the Kings Camp, thus clad defign'd.

Next compafs'd round her tender wait with Sceed, 
Which tho? her pain ſhe feemU no pain to fed. 
Upon her helmet a white Crofs was plac'd, 
To ſhew that Spotleſs Faith her valour grac'd, 
And Juſt defyance of the blondy Crime 
Of Boundleſs Hereſies that Fatall Time. 
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A Negro Page ſhe for attendant took, 
That to her Horſe and Arms would carefull Look : 
Charging her woman, if inquiry made 
Of means by which ſhe undiſcern'd coavey'd 
Her perſonall remove, ſhe was to ſay 
The wonder muſt remain to future day. 
When in coavenient time ſhe ſhould receive 
Notice to come and ſerve lier if alive. 
And mounted on her Steed by carly day, 
Through Lanes and Streets ſhe took the privat'ſt way, 
Till beyond Oxford: outworks ſhe had Joyn'd 
With Forces for out Skirmiſhes delign'd. 
Where with a dauntleſs car ſhe heard the . Noiſe 
Of Canon, that moſt terribly deſtroys ; 
And faw how ſhot off heads from bodies fiew, 
And Comely Limbs whoſe want the Owners flew. 
Nor brandiſh'd weapons, nor the array'd field, 
Or grimmeſt looks which Foes embattell"d yeild 
Could her concern, as with a gentle Brow 


[Theſe Horrors with contempt, ſhe then did view. 
Whilſt 
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Whil'ſ boldly weilding of her Naked Sword; 
She thought it's bright reflection did afford 
More beauty to her face then e're before 
She from her cleareſt Mirror could explore. 
And like ſome youthfull Squire that had abroad 
Attain'd in Camps a gen'rous warlike Mode 3 
She courtecouſly to Militants then ſpeaks | 
As room amongſt their marſhall caaks the takes. 
Adding beſides, their courage to Incite; 
The Cauſes Juſt concern for which they hght. 
And how tho' young, She early bad Iaclia'd 
To ſeaſon with beſt fortitude her Miade.: 
Whilſt other Tempers, if but fine in face, 
To meaner charms, in ſtead of War's grve place: 
As fhe had thus expreſs'd ſome Troops appear 
That to attaque her Party order'd were. 
Which when obſerv'd, ſhe blam'd Cheifs of her ſide 
That now too ſlow, ſhe thought to charge did guide.

And dye her Maiden Sword ia Bloud of Foes:

Away and loſe no time by longer halt, 
LeR valour cool e're you again aſlaulr. 
"Tis bot a party, howe're hold they are, 
And yours is morc if Numbers we compare. 
Our General would ſcorn it ſhould be faid, 
That he detach'd more Troops to give you zid. 
And if you can't leave all that party dead, 
Pie im reward that but the Crofiers head 
To me preſents : a Superſticious faol, 
That after Croſling fights without a Rule. 
Commanded thus, they readily afſail, 
And hope their valours fiercely may prevail. 
When Oxford: Chiefs no leſs couragiqus led, 
That both ſides receiv'd loſs from Numbers dead.
